KNIGHTS TEMPLAR 


Perhaps you have been puzzled by the title "Knights Templar", often incorrectly spelled Knight Templars or Knights Templars... 
History informs us that after the capture of Jerusalem from the Moslems in 1099, Baldwin II, then King of Jerusalem in 1118, granted 


the Knights, in return for their valuable service, quarters in a structure on Mount Moriah known as Solomon's Temple (not the origi- 
nal Solomon's Temple of Biblical and Masonic fame), a Byzantine Church which had been transformed into the Mosque of Omer. It 
was from this Temple that the Knights took the name of Knights of the Temple or Templars and finally Knights Templar.
